CHINESE W.AVE TRADE. 


There has been an i.wakening of the 


better sense of the people of San Fran- 
cisco about the slave trade in girls, 
which has been practiced on the coast 
since the appearance of the Chinese 
in the gold fields of California. 


The degrading influence connected 


with the trade and the presence of that 
portion of these people who engage 
In the t.ade cannot be described with- 
out the use of language that would be 
improper at the hearth stones of the 
people. 
The Influence of these vir- 


tnin. who are In their modes of life 
foreign to our civilization, and to our 
iiijals of life, has had a most degrad- 
ing tendency. 
H has been destructive 


of good morals wherever it has made 
an appearance. 
TheYe is an unex- 


plained cause connected with the ex- 
istence of the slave trade in children 
and In girls which has been passive 
while the slave trade was active. 


There is a barrier which separate; 


western civilization from the civiliza- 
tion of the Orient 
The repugnanc 


arising from caste and race prejudice 
had its influence in begetting a spirit 
of indifference respecting the doings 
and modes of life practiced by the ori 
entals. 


There was a peculiar conditon 01 


society in the early settlement of tiv 
western coast arising from a sudden 
coming together of a large body o 
people, strangers to each other, and 
without any fixed future respecting 
lite In the far West, which had a ten 
dency to set aside high regard for th< 
moral side of life there was presen 
in more staid communities. 
The early 


feeling entertained by the white roan 
and his race against the yellow man 
aid his race continued when society 
had been given form, which was a 
means to keep open and unbridged the 
gulf there Is between" the races and 
their civilization. 


The Chinaman was required to go 


away from the white man and make 
his habitation where his peculiar meth- 
ods of life would not offend the more 
lensltlve nature of his white brother, 
who assumed that superiority which 
his nature seems to have given him. 


The one blood system was disregard- 


ed In the distinction made, and the 
Chinese were made to understand that 
the one blood system was not consid- 
ered in the enforced division, or allot- 
ment to the races. 
The influence of 


the habits and customs of the yel- 
low man upon the white race was not 
considered in a way to make the high- 
er moral sense of the white man ac- 
tive, wlilcM may In some measure be 
explained by the blunting his moral 
sense received from modes of early 
life in the mines. 


While the Chinaman remained in his 


assigned locality 'there was a disposi- 
tion among the better classes to let him 
and his peculiar • institutions alone 
without regard to the danger there 
was constantly present to physical and 
moral life through his continued pres- 
ence in cities and towns on the west- 
trn coast. 


The higher order of humanity be- 


stowed on the white race, cultivated 
by moral training, has laU|)r made an 
appearance In San Francisco, chiefly 
through the efforts of the Examiner, 
whose high plane In moral* should be 
^•cognlced, as the.vlceg in Chinatown 
are receiving an overhauling worthy 
of the good name of many of San 
Francisco's people, \vhlch Is evidence 
of the moral Mnse there I* In the 
city. 


When the country becomes alive to 


the vice and turpitude there is con- 
tinually present among these people 
when they are permitted to organize 
Chinese systems ef government in the 
elites and towns °of' the Coast, and to 
direct them under thlneee rules and 
customs, there will not be so many 
governments in the country whose ob- 
ject Is the prorogation of vice and im- 
morality.

Recent developments have proved 


that immense coal and oil fields lie 
across the Humboldt river just south 
of the town ot Elko. While prospect- 
ing- work has been done for coal for 
several years, it is only recently that 
sufficient work has been done to de- 
termine the presence of coal in paying 
quantities. 


The formation ot the country and 


the surface indications not only show 
the presence of coal, but are of a char- 
acter that prove to the expert that oil 
will be found in great quantities. 


Up to this time the development 


work, says the Courier, consists of a 
shaft $0 feet deep with a 100-foot In- 
cline to north at a pitch of 20 degrees 
on the vein. 
This incline shows 11 


feet of coal measure, of which 40 in- 
ches is solid coal. 
A 50-foot drift to 


the east shows 4 feet of coal measure, 
of which 33 inches Is coal of good 
quality. 


The character of the coal ts black 


lignite. 
An analysis of the coal shows 


4$ per cent fixed carbon, 4T.1 per cent 
volatile matters, £.5 per cent ash. one- 
tenth of one per cent foreign natter 
and the remainder moisture.
